ASHINGTON — A starkly di- 
vided House of Representa- 
tives on Wednesday im- 
peached President Donald 
Trump, making him only the 

third U.S. president to suffer that fate. 

In votes at 8:34 and 8:51 p.m., the House 
approved two articles of impeachment, 
one for abuse of power and one for ob- 
struction of Congress, almost 21 years to 
the day after President Bill Clinton was 
impeached. Many lawmakers voted with 
red or green cards, rare in a chamber that 
usually votes electronically. They ap- 
peared to want to save the papers as me- 
mentos. 

The votes, almost strictly along party 
lines, came after a daylong debate that re- 
flected the divisions — over the president's 
conduct, and also over basic facts — that 
have come to define American politics. 

After the vote, House Speaker Nancy

Moments after the votes Wednes- 
day to impeach President Donald 
Trump, Speaker Nancy Pelosi said 
the House could at least temporarily 
withhold the articles from the Sen- 
ate — a decision, she suggested, that 
could depend on how the other 
chamber chooses to conduct its trial 


on Trump’s removal. 

“We cannot name managers until 
we see what the process is on the 
Senate side,” she said, referring to 
the House “managers,” who present 
the case for removal to the Senate. 
“So far we haven’t seen anything 
that looks fair to us. So, hopefully, it 
will be fair. And when we see what 
that is, we’ll send our managers.” 


The comments came as a group of 
House Democrats pushed Pelosi (D., 
Calif.) and other leaders to withhold 
the articles — a notion that has 
gained traction among some on the 
left as a way of potentially forcing 
Senate Majority Leader Mitch McCo- 
nnell (R., Ky.) to conduct a trial on 
more favorable terms for Demo-
